MONEY IS BADLY NEEDED.

New York, Oct. 16.—[Special.)—Exactly 
$20,650,000 cash will be turned into New 
York tomorrow from the United States sub- 
treasury and the country will welcome the 
payment. For this greatly needed relief Sec- 
retary Shaw is given unstinted credit. To 
present the view generally expressed by im- 
portant interests, the secretary of the treas- 
ury fearlessiy has risen to an emergency. 
and, not in theory alone but in fact, re- 
lieved a money situation which er 
national distress. 

The securities market is only an Sncidantat 
phase, although it is barometric of a wide 
spread lack of currency and cash reserves in 
banks throughout the country. Reports to 
the controller show that Chicago national 
institutions are below the legal reserve re- 
quirement of the national banking act, and 
Chicago’s situation is only an indicative one. 

Good news, like bad, will leak out, and, 
while the bondhouses, which bave got the 
government issues together to tender to Sec- 
retary Shaw, persistently refuse to make pub- 
lic any information in effecting purchases, 
they have told their friends what was being 


done and the latter have not been so careful 
about guarding the information. 


Terms of the Deal. 

While not pretending to state the terms of 
the deal as a certainty, the following is pre- 
sented as embracing the principal features 
as sifted from various rumors: 

Secretary Shaw was offered this afternoon 
through his department at Washington $15,- 
000,000 4 per cent bonds which mature in 
1925.. The bonds, if accepted by the secre- 
tary, will be taken at approximately the fol- 
lowing prices: $5,000,000 at 138, $6,900,000; 
$16,000,000 at 197% plus interest, approxi- 
mately $13,750,000. _ 

The treasury department, it is rumored, 
was notified this afternoon that amount of 
bonds mentioned had been secured. Mr. 
Shaw, who is out in Indiana making cam- 
paign addresses, presumably was wired by 
the treasury 


agreed upon, according to friends of the 
bondhouses, by the secretary at a conference 
in Washington last Sunday night. He agreed 
to take an amount equal to $20,000,000 or 
more, par value, stipulating that he should 
pay the actual cost only of the purchases. 
With this understanding four bond houses, 
Vermilye & Co., Harvey Fisk & Sons, Far- 
son, Leach & Co., and Fisk & Robinson, 
began picking up bonds wherever they could 
be found. By Tuesday night $9,100,000 had 
been secured. By 8 o’clock this afternoon an 
additional $5,900,000 had been purchased, and 
this amount was regarded as having cleaned 
up about all the available registered bonds. 
There was collected $15,000,000 out of the 
total registered issue of $95,000,000, the bond- 
houses charging nothing for their services. 
They, on the contrary, experienced consider- 
able expense in sending representatives to 
different centers and through liberal use of 
long distance telephones and telegraph wires. 


No Advance in Market. 

The entire amount was gathered together 
without causing any advance in the market 
for the bonds. This was a part of the under- 
standing, it is said, which led Secretary 
Shaw to agree to make the purchases. 

The bonds were secured in New England, 
New York, Pittsburg, Cleveland, and St. 
Louis. Not a single bond was secured in 
Chicago. | 

It is believed that not more than a few

Gates Bull in Word and Act. 

John W. Gates declared today that the 
only blue spot abroad was Great Britain.

WATCH TOTAL ECLIPSE 


Clear Sky Ghees People an Excellent 
Opportunity te Behold the Phenom- 
enon from Beginning te End—The- 


ater Crowds Pause in Street te Gase 


at the Slowly Moving Shadow—Pho- 
tographs Taken and Observations 
Made at Dearborn Obeervatern, 


With ana a clear at- 
mosphere thousands of Chicagoans watched 
and wondered last night as the earth's 
shadow crept across the face of the full 
moon. The total eclipse, which began at 
10:17, was of no great interest to astrono- 
mers, but not so the ordinary man and wom- 
an. To many there was something weird 
in the slow blotting out of the moon and its 
gradual resurrection. bi the gloom of 
Space. 

At the Northwestern 8 a series 
of photographs were taken and at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago a number of professors 
were. on wa it 
street,“ greatest in- 
terest in the eclipse. 

Thousands Watch Shadow Grow. 
When the first edge of the earth's shadow 
touched the moon's rim the groups of spec- 
tators began stopping at downtown street 
corners, where they could catch a glimpse 
of the phenomenon just over the edges of 
the tall buildings. Beginning “ promptly 
on schedule time,” the earth’s shadow on 
the moon was just a black rim, not well 


defined, as seen without the aid of the tele- 


scope. 

As it grew and 8 more distinct and 
the outlines of the earth cast a more pro- 
nounced blurr on the moon the street corner 
crowds became greater. Men and women 
walked blocks with stretched necks watch- 
ing the shadow grow. 

Just as the theaters were emptying and 
the restaurants were filling with after thea- 
ter supper parties the spectacle reached its 
climax, and only a thin rim of yellow light 
showed where the moon was. Then the 
shadow reached out a little and that rim 
was gone. 


In appearance from the street the moon 


while_in the period of totality was a mere 
dull suggestion of something red behind 
Its indistinct outline could be 
traced, and it was not effaced, as' popular 
imagination might have supposed it would 
be. At no period did there seem to be a 
shadow of equal intensity across its face. 
Portions were brighter than others. 

For an hour and twenty-nine minutes the 
total eclipse lasted. The eclipse began at 
10:17 o'clock. Totality began at 11:19 and 
lasted until 12:48, and the shadow was en- 
tirely off the moon by 1:50 this morning. 


Some State Street Astronomy. 

With the electric street lights to interfere, 
the city was not a promising place to view 
the obscuration. But with their limited op- 
portunities the state street students did the 
best they could. There were numerous 
“ professional.” street astronomers with 
fifteen foot brass tubes, which looked as im- 
pressivé as the real articles, Por once in 


patrons who wanted sduints at a nickel 
each than could be accommo@ated. — 

There was some doubt in the minds of the 
patrons as to what they were seeing. One’ 
student obtained a beautiful view of a gor- 
geous moon with a black shadow on it and 
grew enthusiastic. When he removed his 
eye from the tube he happened to squint 
along its brass surface and found something 
additional at which to marvel. The tube 
was not even pointed at the moon. 


Work at Dearborn Observatory. 
At Dearborn observatory, Northwestern 
university, Prof. George W. Hough made a + 
series of experiments to test the difference 
in intensity of light during the eclipse in 
comparison with normal conditions. For this 
purpose Prof. Hough used an instrument of 
his own invention, the sensitometer. Results 
were satisfactory. In addition to this work, 
a number of photographs of the different 
phases were taken. 
Hundreds of people visited the observatory } 
during the eclipse, and for a half hour the 
telescope was given to them for observation. 
Although it has been but three years since 
the last total eclipse of the moon, it has been 
eighte@én years since an eclipse occurred in 
the same plane as that of last night, and it 
will be eighteen years before an eclipse on 
exactly the same plane is seen again. 


Take Pictures of Eclipse. | 

Cambridge, .Mass., Oct. 17, 3 a. m.—[Spe- 
oial. Harvard introduced many novel 
schemes in following the total eclipse of 
the moon, which took place between 12:19 
and 1:48 o’clock this morning. All the force 
of crimson astronomical experts were sum- 
moned for the occasion. Six huge cameras 
followed the course of the moon In its jour- 
ney through the heavens. These cameras 
were automatic and connected by electricity 
with a big clock run by a pendulum. con- 
structed out of a cannon ball. 

The chief results of the observations were 
made through photography, but exactly 
what they are cannot be announced until 
the plates are developed. Prof. Pickering, 
director of the observatory, said that the 
eclipse furnished valuable opportunity for 
calculating the speed of some of the lesser 
stars through space. 

Another result obtained by Prof. Pickering 
was the collection of micrometric measure- 
ments, which will prove of great value in 
determining the location and extent of moon 
spots. A third thing striven for was to ob- 
tain a better knowledge of the exact light 
given out by the sphere. This was entirely 
in the hands of the photographic depart- 
ment, and with what success cannot be told 
for some ; 


Seek New Facts at Yale. . 
New Haven, Conn, Oct. 17, 8 a. m—{Bpe- 
cial.}—At the Yale astronomical observatory 
a series of elaborate experiments was made 
with the heliometer during the eclipse of the’ 
moon. Their object was to determine more ac- 
curately than is now known the length of the 


eclipse. , Perfect weather conditions gave 
the Yale astronomers ideal opportunity to 


make their experiments, and it is probable 
that as a result of their experiments much 
new light will be shed on a disputed sub- 


ject.

KINGSTOWN, st. Vincent, Oct. 16.—At a 
great massmeeting today thousands of 
British subjects appealed to the colonial sec- 
retary, Joseph Chamberlain, to recall Sir 
Robert Liewellyn, governor of the colony, 
and to replace A. M. Ashmore, government 
secretary at Demerara, and to appoint a 
competent administrator to deal direct with 
the imperial colonial office. 

This appeal was accompanied by a long set 
of resolutions accusing the colonial govern- 
ment of withholding from the volcano suf- 
ferers provisions sent them from the United 
States and attempting to force them to 
emigrate to Jamaica under the pretense 
that there is no land availabie on St. Vincent, 


Ask Chamberlain to Intervene. 

The petition calls upon Mr. Chamberlain 
to intervene “ between these people and the 
obstinate, cruel, and arbitrary policy of the 
governor and to direct that the sufferers be 
located in their own colony and homes with- 
out further delay. 

» The massmeeting was enthusiastic. 
Thousands of persons of ail classes, includ- 
ing many Carib Indians and other sufferers 
from the volcanic eruption, were present. 

' Nhe resolutions adopted set forth that on 
May 7 thousands of persons were made 
homeless and much land devastated by La 
Soufriere, and that since then sufficient re- 
Met funds have been contributed to restore 
all industries and relieve all distress. They 
Bay that, on pretense there is ho land avaii- 
able, thousands have not been supplied with 
homes, and that the governor of the Wind- 
ward islands insiete they shall emigrate to 
Jamaica, threatening to withhold relief to 
compel them to move. 

The resolutions say supplies sent from 
America are being allowed to rot in the ware- 
houses, and that despite the governor's 
statement there are sufficient lands available 
for all and sufficient money subscribed to 
purchase them. The resolutions conctude 
with a strong protest against the emigration

Terrific Eruption of eee 


A terrific eruption of the Soufriere volcano 
commenced last night. During the preded- 
ing day (Tuesday) earth tremors, apparently 
too slight to de considered important, were 
experienced in the central and northern 
parts of the island. 

At 8 o’clock last night there were indica- 
tions of an eruption. Rumbling noises were 


heard; they increased until 9 o'clock, when | 


the roaring volcano belched out its contents. 

This eruption was followed by a brief lull. 
Then, from 10 o’clock until 4 o’clock this 
morning, the upheaval continued. The out- 
break was accompanied by an incessant and 
confused cannonading. There were in- 
candescent clouds, and sparkling matter 
was ejected. 

After 4 o'clock the disturbance gradually 
decreased, but the noise of the boiling 
ealdron is still audible in the districts near 
the volcano. 


Both Craters Are Active. 

Both cratere of Soufriere were apparently 
active; they have been steaming’ all day 
long. Sand fel heavily everywhere from 
1:80 until 2:30 this morning. At southern 
points the sand ie half an inch deep, the 
depth gradually increased towards the vol- 
eanic cone, where there were showers of 
large stones, pebbles, and cinders. 

Kingstown and other southern points of 
the island have not been damaged. Reports 
trom the Windward district are awaited. 

The sand ejected during this eruption has a 
stronger sulphurous odor than any previous- 
ly. thrown out,.and one superficial square 
foot of it weighs exactly one pound, 


Stops Business in Barbados. 

BRIDGETOWN, Island of Barbados, Oct. 
16.—Volcanic dust from the Soufriere vol- 
cano, on the island of St. Vincent, is falling 
here, and has caused a stoppage of business. 
The shopkeepers are closing their stores and 
are returning to their homes. It was so dark 
at 10 o'clock this morning that it was neces- 
sary to light the lamps. | 


Shocks Felt at Gaudeloupe. 
BASSE TERRE, Island of Guadeloupe, 
Oct. 16.—Between midnight and 3 o’clock 
this morning loud detonations were heard 


and glimmering lights were seen in the di- 
rection of the Island of Martinique, There 
were two earthquakes at Les Saintes islands, 
off the sguthern extremity of Guadeloupe, 
and at Marie Galante island, southeast of 
Guadeloupe.

There was not less than $15,000 worth of 
horse regalia stored in the Drake barn in 
the rear of 4729 Kimbark avenue, and the 
fact that the robbers took only a huge chest 
of the most valuable harness ts taken as 
an indication that they knew exactly what 
they wanted and where to find it. 

In addition to the other valuable property 
in the barn, Mr. Frank Drake's $5,000 electric 
automobile was kept there. 


i Police Get Meager Clews. 

To carry out the robbery a wagon was 
necessary, and about all the police have 
learned is that a wagon was used and that 
there were at least two men concerned in 
„ the job.“

They plied their 
trade in the Maxwell street police station. 

It is not known how the robbers entered 
the station, but it is believed they walked 
through the main door, past the desk ser- 
geant and operators, and then into the court- 
room of Justice Sabath. Several drawers in 
the magistrate’s office were forced open, and 
the operation must have made more or less 
noise. The police, however, did not hear it. 

Yesterday, when Manny Abrahams clerk 
for Justice Sabath, entered the courtroom 
he found things in disorder. Bail bond 
blanks, revolvers, and other articles were 
scattered everywhere. 

An inventory revealed that several revolv- 
ers, knives, and other articles which the 
court had confiscated were stolen.

ROOSEVELT. 


President Recéives Shower of 
Congratulations for Effort 
to End the Strike. 


MUCH YET TO BE DONE. 


First. Meeting. of Commission 
-’ Jikely to Be Held at | 
Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 16.—[Special.]—. 

President Roosevelt today received hundreds 
of dispatches from every section of the coun- 
try congratulating him upon his success in 
bringing about arbitration of the great an- 
thracite coal strike’ President Roosevelt is 
naturally well pleased with the outcome of 
his efforts. All those who have been invited 
to become members of the arbitration com- 
mission have not yet accepted, but there will 
be no declinations, as the commissioners ap- 
pointed by the president were sounded in 
advance and last night practically consented 
to serve. 
Gen. John M. Wilson, the army representa- 
tive on the board, has already signified his 
willingness to serve, having given notice to 
this effect to the secretary of war today. 
Gen. Wilson was seen tonight and asked to 
outline his duties as one of the commis- 
sioners. ' 


Gen. Wilson Declines to Talk. 


It would be digcourteous to the president 
of the United States to discuss this subject,“ 
said the general. The commission of which 
I am a member will investigate the ques- 
tions involved in the strike and make its 
report to the president. Pending the release 
of our report by the president, it would be 
manifestly improper for me to discuss any 
phase of the subject, and I beg’ to be ex- 
cused.” 

Gen. Wilson would not say anything 
further. ‘It has not yet been decided when 
or where the commission will meet. This is 
a question which will be determined by the 
commission itself. 
It is generally believed the commissioners 
will meet in Washington at an early day, pay 
its respects to the president, and engage quar- 
ters here. The duties of the commission will 
make it necessary to visit the mining regions

President Rodsevelt has achieved a great 
victory in bringing the contending factions 
together, which will be of great value in set- 
tling future labor disputes. The president's 


victory means that there has been a volun- 


tary recognition of the principle of arbi- 
tration in one of the greatest labor disputes 
of.modern times, This recognition was 
cured only after the operators had not only 
declined Boe. treat with organized labor, but 
after asserting repeatedly there was nothing 
to arbitrate. 

The operators went further, and consénted 
to the appointment of a commission a mem- 
ber of which is the avowed champion of or- 
ganized labor. This is a signal victory for 
the miners and a body blow for the operators, 
who. yielded the point for which they fought 
80 long and at such an enormous cost. This 
point was not yielded until after a stubborn 
comtention, and only @ few moments before 
the personnel of the commission was an- 
nounced did the representatives of the op- 
erators yield. 

At 1 o’clock this morning Secretary Cor- 
telyou announced that a statement giving 
the names of the commission would be given 
to the press within half an hour. Before 
that half hour elapsed George W. Perkins, 
the representative of J. Pierpont Morgan, 
who had left the White house, returned. Mr. 
Perkins had a conference with the president 
which lasted nearly an hour, and during 
which the point of placing a labor repre- 
sentative on the commission was discussed. 


Morgan Reluctant to Yield. | 


Between his two visite to the White house : 
Mr. Perkins was in communication with J. 
Pierpont Morgan over the long distance tele- 
phone. The financial leader gave instruc- 
tions to his representative to stoutly resist 
the appointment of a labor representative, 
but to yield if nothing else was possible. 
President Roosevelt insisted that the only 
condition on which President Mitchell would. 
agree to arbitration was the appointment 
of a labor man. Finally Perkins yielded. 
This is the explanation of his return to the 
White house long after midnight and also 
the long delay in announcing the names 
the commission. : 


Vast Array of Work Ahead. 


The chief interest from the Washington 
end of the negotiations at present is the 
length pt time which the arbitrators will 
require to work out their decisions. There 
seems every prospect that the miners will re- 
turn to work at once, whatever formalities 
may be followed by the strike leaders. 

It was even suggested that the arbitrators 
will find such a multitude of questions con- 
fronting them affecting differences between 
the operators and the miners that their 
sessions may extend over the entire three 
years’ period stipulated in the submitted 
proposition. That may possibly prove true 
as to some of the minor questions. The de- 
tails of the work of the board have not been 
arranged, but it is believed that the main 
questions in dispute will be promptly set- 
tied, although the task may prove an on- 
erous one. 


DOUBT WISDOM OF MITCHELL. 


Some Chicago Labor Leaders Inclined to 
Daelieve the MinersConceded 
Too Much. 


Some Chicago labor leaders are disposed to 
doubt the wisdom of President Mitchell in 
actepting the commission outlined by the coal

Mr. Barnes declared that the evidence 
would show what division was to be mad 
of the $26,770.17 representing the taxes o 
the building. He said Hoy would swear that 
Capt. Williams was to get $13,000 and the 
remainder was to be shared by the others 
interested in the plot. 


Insists Taxes Were Paid. 


Attorney Thornton, who is associated with 
Attorney Forrest as counsel for Capt. Will- 
lams, made an opening statement, which 
gave an idea of the line of the defense. He 
reiterated the statement that Williams had 
paid the taxes and could prove the transac- 
ten. | 


“To whom was the money paid?” asked 
Mr. Thornton. Some of you paid taxes 
this year, yet you cannot remember who re- 
ceived the money. If Capt. Williams re- 
ceived a forged receipt it was not his fault 
that there was a dishonest clerk behind the 
counter. The fault rests with the county 
treasurer and he should be made to suffer.“ 

Then Mr. Thornton suggested that his cli- 
ent might have paid the taxes to a clerk 
named Storms, who committed suicide a 
few months ago. While Luke Wheeler was 
on trial for forgery recently his defense was 
that he acted as the agent of Julius Salomon, 
the former north town collector, who killed 
himself last spring. 

Hahn Tells His Story. 755 


James W. Hahn was then called and proved 
@ good witness for the state, and a poor one 
for the defense. He went through a cross 
examination at the hands of Attorney Dona- 
hoe which would have disconcerted the or- 
dinary witness and left the chair without 
making any contradictions of importance. 

After stating that he was employed as a 
clerk in the south town collector’s office last 
March before the books had been sent to the 
county treasurer’s office, Hahn testified fiat 
he was acquainted with Wheeler, Hoy, and 
Healy, having worked with them in county 
offices for several years. 

Did you ever meet Healy and Hoy in tne 
South town collector’s office while you were 
employed there?“ asked Mr. Barnes. 

“ Yes,"’ replied Hahn. They came into 
the office some time between Feb. 6 and 
March 1, and Hoy got a statement of the 
taxes on the Masonic temple. I think it was 
Hoy who asked me to mark the property paid 
on the book, and said there was some easy 
money init forme. Hoy said that he would 
give me $2,000 if I would make the entry, 
leave it on the book ten or fifteen minutes, 
or long enough for two men to come into the 
office and see the property marked paid. 
Then I could erase it and nobody would be 
any wiser. ‘ 


Says He Refused to Enter Deal. 


I didn’t give them any answer, but prom- 
ised to meet Hoy and Healy at lunch. When 
I met them I told them I would have noth- 
ing to do with the scheme, and that the man 
who was trying to get out of paying his 
taxes was silly because he would have no 
receipt. They said the man was going to 
skip out of town with the money after he 
had done up his friend.” 

“When did you see them the next time?“ 

„1 met them the next morning in the 
Stock Exchange building as I was going 
to work. Healy asked me if I could get 
another man to do the work, but Hoy said 
he already had found a man. He said if I

New Tariff Treaty Submitted to Presi- 
dent Palma by Minister Squiers Said 
to Embody All the Features of the 
Platt Amendment — Havana Mer-, 
chant Points Out That Reciprocity 
Will Increase the Cost to the People 

hy Many Millions of Dollars. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
HAVANA, Oct. 16.—Under the proposed 
tariff treaty handed to President Palma by 


here that the United States will give Cuba 
concessions amounting to 20 per cent. The. 
United States will pay about the same dues 
as at present, but the duties for import from 
other nations will be from about 20 to 70 
per ent. 

It is said that if this is so the effect will be 
to exclude the trade of all nations but the 
United States and to raise the retall prices 
of a great many articles. 

A prominent merchant says that Cuba 
could stand it better if a corresponding re- 
duction was made in the duties on Cuban 
products imported into the United. States, as 
prosperity would enable the people to pay for 
the higher cost of living. He added that the 
proposed tariff would increase the costs of 
the people by many millions of dollars be- 
yond what they pay at present. 


England Gives Better Terms. 


Regarding any possible preference mer- 
chants here might have for trading with 
the United States as against other nations, 
the merchant stated that in some cases Eng- 
land gives much larger credit that can be 
obtained in the United States and English 
merchants were disposed to accommodate 
the tastes of the market. 

There is some difference of opinion as to 
when the treaty arrived here. On one hand 
it is stated that it has been here for some 
time, while on the other it is stated that 
Minister Squiers only handed it to Presi- 
dent Palma last week. It is probable that 
an outline of the convention was at first 
handed to Sefior Palma, and that the docu- 
ment conveyed by Minister Squiers was com- 
plete, embodying the Platt amendment. 


Denies Cuban Ingratitude. 

The Discusion denies that the Cubans are 
desirous of evading a treaty or the pro- 
visions of the Platt amendment. It adds 
that the Cuban government did not ask 
that the American troops be withdrawn 


to the correspondent of a New York news- 


paper. 

The Discusion also denies that the radicals 
were opposed to the United States having a 
dry dock here and that their opposition led 
to the orders for the dock’s removal to the 
United States. The paper declares that 
President Palma and his cabinet are study- 
ing the treaty with great care. 


Provincials Have a Grievance. 


Representatives of the provincial councils 
of the island have held a meeting to con- 
sider the delay of the senate in passing the 
house bill regulating the functions of the | 
councils. Until this measure is passed the 
councils can do nothing.

July 14, 1828, by John MgLean, postmaster 
general under Preesident Jackson, and has 
served continuously ever since. Mr. Beards- 
ley is the pride of the postal service and, in 
fact, of the entire government service. In 
1901 he was invited to attend the inaugura- 
tion of President McKinley, the government 
offering to furnish a special car and provide 
an attendant, nurse, and physician, but he 
was not sufficiently strong to attempt the 
journey. 
Recently. however, although 93 years old, 


years past, and has expressed a wish to come 
to Washington and greet the postmaster gen- 
eral and see the headquarters of the service 
in which he has spent seventy-four years of 
his life. 

Roswell Beardsley was the third son of 
John and Alice Beardsley, and was born July 
5. 1800, at Scipio, N. V., in a log house. His 
father and mother came from Connecticut, 
where Nelson, their oldest child, who died 
a multi-millionaire in Auburn, N. X., some 
years ago, was born. He received his com- 
mission as postmaster at North Lansing 
when 19 years old.

of the Chicago Woman's club,“ said Mrs. 
Garnett last evening. t is true I ten- 
dered my resignation. The board declined 
to accept it.. When the reasons for the 
resignation were removed, I withdrew eit.“ 

As to what those reasons were Mrs. Gar- 
nett declined to be specific. 

Particular interest attaches to the action 
of Mrs. Garnett when the meetings are re- 
called which were held to protest against 
the seating in the directorate of Miss Clapp 
and Mrs. Keith, who had been elected by 
the general club over Mrs. R. H. Clark 
and Miss Lillian Duncanson, who had been 
nominated by their respective departments. 
The issue involved was the right of the club 
to vote on the directors, the protestors 
claiming that a nomination by the depart- 
ment was an election. 

As a result of the meetings, in which Mrs. 
Garnett was the moving spirit behind the 
protest, it was decided to leave the settle- 
ment of the vexed question to the board 
of directors, ane this board was called upon 
to act upon the matter at its earliest op- 
portunity. No action has as yet been re- 
ported, but it is inferred that the “ removal 
of the reasons for Mrs. Garnett’s resig- 
nation means that the board at its meet- 
ing on Wednesday took some stand of which 
Mrs. Garnett approved. 

As the latest controversy was a conse- 
quence of the “ Wiles affair,” its final dis- 
position. at the next meeting of the club 
will set at rest the last remnant of that 


famous quarrel.

COOLEY TAKES STEPS TO PREVENT 
THREATENED-SHORTAGE.

—Action Deferred by Committee 
Plan Approved for Better Service in 
the Night Schéols.

The superin- 
tendent also declared that the change pro- 
posed in the evening schools was intended to 
cure an evil, because of which the work 
in the evening schools in the past had not 
been satisfactory.“ 

The propositions made by Mr. Cooley were: 

The admission to the normal school without en- 
amination of graduates of colleges and universities 
and extending to them the privilege of graduation 
at the end of one year. 

The cancellation at the end of the present school 
year of all evening school certificates, and a plan 
for requiring candidates for tions in these 
schools to secure certificates similar to those re- 
quired of teachers of similar grade in the day 


Evening School Plan Adopted. 

The report regarding the ev schools 
was adopted by the committee, but the mat- 
ter of the normal school change was halted 
by Trustee Brenan, who, in the absence of 
Trustee Harris, was chairman of the com- 
mittee. It will be considered at the next 
meeting of the committee. 

Why cannot these college graduates take 
an examination for entrance to the normal 
school?’ said Mr. Brenan. This matter

“There were only seventy-five persons t 
enter the normal this fall. Because of the 
change in the course there will be no gradu- 
ating class in 1904, and only these seventy- 
five to graduate the following year. We need 
between 300 and 400 new teachers each year 
to replace those. who leave the service and 
to meet the increase in the schools. There will 
be a shortage in teachers in three years un- 
less we do something to increase the supply.“ 


toward the supply of teachers a year ago. 
Then, in order to promote local industry in 
the way of teachers, the annual examination 
for certificates, which afford the only chance 
to the outsider to break into the Chicago 
public school system, was dispensed with. 
This protective measure made admission to 
the teaching corpe possible only through the 
medium of the normal , whose grad- 
uates are entitled to certificates to teach. 
There are now about 600 teachers on the 
eligible list. and the superintendent says that 
the list will be exhausted in two years, after 
which time the small number graduating 
from the normal school under the present 
rules will be inadequate to meet the demand. 


Reason for Night School Scheme. 


The proposition regarding the evening 
schools was a measure to cull from the teach- 
ing corps, clerks, law students, and business 
employés who have secured the special cer- 
tificates for that grade of teaching. In hie 
report on the matter the superintendent said 
that the work of such persons, who never 
had had any pedagogical training, or who 
had been out of the work of teaching for do 
long that they had not kept up with the prog- 
ress of the science, had a deteriorating effect 
on the evening schools, The recommendation 
for the annulment at the end of the year of 
all evéning school certificates and requiring 
the applicants to secure elementary or high 
school teachers’ certificates will probably 
meet with opposition when presented to the 
board.

In the event of such a 
course the pupils at the schools would have 
to furnish their own drinking water for the 
remainder of the year, or until the city 
water mes good again, as they have 
been doing since the opening of the schools in 
September. |
